£1.8m revamp for supported living centre for young people

HOSTEL GETS 
REFURBISHED 


MORE young people are set to feel 
the benefit of revamped bedsit fa¬ 
cilities at the Banbury Foyer, after 
a three-year makeover gave it a 
striking new look. 

The £1.8m renovation of the Mawle 
Court building began in 2012, with re- 
furbishments to shared areas. 

Now the centre has living accommo¬ 
dation for up to eight tenants. 

Run by national housing provider 
Sanctuary Supported Living, the foyer 
provides help and accommodation to 
young people aged 16 to 25. 

Improvements over the two-phase pro¬ 
gramme included a redesigned recep¬ 
tion, an IT suite, and a garden with a 
vegetable patch and seating area. 

A new shared kitchen has also been 
added, converted from an existing bed¬ 
sit. 

Resident Beth Curtin, 17, said: “The IT 
suite has made a huge difference to me 
when I’m looking for work. Before I had 
to walk through town, handing out CVs. 
Now I can apply directly for lots more 
jobs online. 

“I’m looking for work in retail and I’ve 
been able to apply for so many vacan¬ 
cies I didn’t know were out there.” 

“I get a lot of use out of the kitchen as 
well. Often we’ll cook meals together as

a group and I’ve picked up a lot of new 
recipes as a result.” 

New security features have also been 
added, such as swipe cards for resi¬ 
dents’ own rooms and fingerprint rec¬ 
ognition in communal areas. 

At present, 27 young people live in the 
building. Each bedsit at Banbury Foyer 
has its own bedroom and kitchen area, 
ensuite shower and WC. There is an 
adapted bedsit for tenants with a dis¬ 
ability. 

Young people wanting to stay at the 
property must be referred by Cher- 
well District Council, which has also 
helped to fund the project. 

Director of development, Calvin 
Bell, said: “Cherwell was pleased to 
support this initiative by providing 
funding to aid the redevelopment, and 
to ensure it provides the very best ac¬ 
commodation for young people. 

“We continue to work with Sanctu¬ 
ary to support the Foyer, as well as 
other accommodation within Cher¬ 
well.” 

Sanctuary Supported Living offers 
housing and support to thousands of 


young people and adults across the UK. 
This includes tailored support for the 
homeless, people with mental health is¬ 
sues, teenage parents, carers, and peo¬ 
ple experiencing addiction or domestic 
abuse. 

The Foyer’s sister property in Ban¬ 
bury is Rachel House, a special accom¬ 
modation block for mothers and preg¬ 
nant women aged 16-25. 

Sanctuary local service manager, Lou¬ 
ise Powell, said: “The modernisation 
programme has provided some cutting- 
edge facilities for our tenants, which 
will allow us to provide more secure 
accommodation as we reach out to even 
more young people.”

Screen smashed 

BANBURY: A man has been jailed 
after admitting smashing a car 
windscreen by jumping on it, and 
possessing a knife. 

The Renault Megane was damaged at 
1.45am on November 29, in Newlands 
Road. Tomas McLaughlin, 23, of 
Bretch Hill, was jailed for 12 weeks and 
ordered to pay £150 compensation. 

Edward Kirby, 29, of no fixed address, 
admitted possessing a Class-A drug 
and a racially aggravated public order 
offence and was convicted of criminal 
damage. His three-month sentence was 
suspended for 18 months. He was fined 
£50 and told to pay £400 compensation 
and £750 costs.

BRINGING new meaning to Dancin’ 
in the Moonlight, Jordan Conlan boo¬ 
gied for 24 hours straight in the 
streets of Banbury for a cause close 
to his heart. 

Mr Conlan, a self-employed dance 
teacher and fitness instructor, pitched 
up at the Joanne Mills School of Dance 
in Parson’s Street for his danceathon, 
from 6pm last Saturday to 6pm on Sun¬ 
day 

His fundraising target of £500 for 
Katharine House Hospice was rapidly 
passed and by Monday the 21-year-old 
had raised £1,200. 

He said: “There were times I didn’t 
think I would make it through, but I 
wasn’t dancing on my own for too much 
of the time. 

“At 4.30am, a local Zumba teacher, Lisa 
Rodgers, came to do a bit of Zumba with 


me and things like that really helped 
me get through. My girlfriend made me 
some pasta at 10pm, which kept me go¬ 
ing. 

“I made sure to snack on fruit, man¬ 
go and dried banana and I even had to 
dance my way to the toilet. I didn’t sit 
down though, so I wasn’t cheating.” 

Part of his motivation was having 
seen TV presenter Dermot O’Leary 
take on the same challenge for Comic 
Relief in March. 

He said: “I was initially only going to 
dance for 12 hours, but when I saw that 
Dermot could do it for 24,1 thought that 
I could too. I pushed through and I’m so 
glad.” 

The money raised will go to the Ad- 
derbury hospice, which provides spe¬ 
cialist and end-of-life care for people 
across Oxfordshire. 

Mr Conlan said he chose Katharine 
House because many of his loved ones 
had faced cancer. 

He said: “My grandfather died of lung 
cancer when I was eight months old 
and places like Katharine House help 
so many people who suffer.”

Police watchdog to examine murder inquiry 


THE former chief of Thames Valley 
Police could be questioned as part of an 
investigation into whether police 
covered up information about the 
murder of Stephen Lawrence. 

Police watchdog the Independent 
Police Complaints Commission is 
examining whether senior police 
officers failed to provide “full, frank 
and truthful” information to the 
inquiry more than 15 years ago. 


Sara Thornton, who stepped down in 
April, is reported to be one of the first 
people up for questioning. 

Now chairwoman of National Police 
Chiefs’ Council, Ms Thornton was part 
of the Metropolitan Police’s Lawrence 
Review Team in 1997. 

Mr Lawrence was stabbed to death 
when he was 18 in an unprovoked racist 
attack in south east London, on April 
22,1993.

Woman in crash 

BANBURY: A woman, 73, was 
admitted to hospital after being

She was walking to her car near 
Poundland at about 11.30am, 
when she was in a collision with 
the grey Discovery, which was 
turning right at a junction. 

Police spokeswoman Connie 
Primmer said the woman was 
taken to the Horton Hospital with 
“serious injuries”. 

PC Russ Mizon said: “We are 
appealing for witnesses. Due to it 
being a Bank Holiday, the retail 
park would have been very busy. 
Please get in contact via 101.” 

Family may sue 

N OXON: The family of a 
Formula One test driver who died 
in 2013 are considering suing the 
Banbury-based Marussia team. 

Maria De Villotta lost her right 
eye at Duxford Airfield, 
Cambridgeshire while testing in 
2012. She was cleared to drive 
again in 2013, but died the 
following October. 

Last Tuesday, the Health and 
Safety Executive said it would 
take no action against Marussia 
for the crash, but her family said 
it may try to claim compensation. 

The Marussia Technical Centre, 
in Overthorpe Road, was built in 
2011. The firm collapsed with 
£60m debt last year.

CHILDREN and staff at The Ark 
nursery in Epwell are this week 
celebrating the “amazing” re¬ 
sults of its latest Ofsted inspec¬ 
tion report. 

Representatives from the Govern¬ 
ment watchdog body paid a visit to 
the village nursery, which takes in 
up to 16 young children at any one 
time, on April 27. 

Overall, provision at the Ark was 
rated outstanding, which was a 
grade above its previous official rat¬ 


ing, which had been classed good. 

Nursery manager Julia Neal said: 
“I feel so proud. We don’t have any 
governors or a committee, so the 
staff and I have done it all by our¬ 
selves. It’s an amazing feeling.” 

The Ofsted report, which was pub¬ 
lished on May 16, praised the quality 
of teaching throughout the nursery, 
just west of Banbury, reporting that 
staff provided an “excellent range 
of high-quality learning experienc¬ 
es for children”. 

It added that Ark children were 
highly motivated, eager to explore 
and developed a curiosity for learn¬ 
ing. 


The inspectors’ report stated: 
“Children follow their own ideas 
and learning, without interruption. 
This supports their strong abilities 
to solve problems and be independ¬ 
ent in the decisions they make.” 

Mrs Neal, 49, said: “We’re not a 
very big nursery here, and so we all 
get to know each other, which gives 
the nursery this family feel.” 

She also attributed the success of 
the Ark, which has run for 18 years, 
to its rural location. 

She said: “We’ve got fantastic links 
with the local community.If we’re 
teaching the children about farming 
and animals, we don’t just talk about 


them; we’ll go and see them.” 

The Ofsted report also highlighted 
the nursery’s high calibre of staff, 
stating the employees managed 
the nursery effectively, had defined 
roles and demonstrated good day-to- 
day organisation. 

Mrs Neal said: “We’re all level 3 
or above in our childcare qualifica¬ 
tions and we ensure there is always 
a high adult-to-child ratio. 

“We really get to know our chil¬ 
dren.” 

She added: “We’ve always strived 
to be outstanding and now that it’s 
happened, I feel like I’m going to 
burst with pride.”

‘Excellent’ school receives high 
praise in most recent inspection 


A MIXED day and boarding school near 
Banbury has received high praise from 
the Independent Schools Inspectorate 
(ISI). 

In a report published this week, 
inspectors said that Sibford School, in 
Sibford Ferris, offered “a well-planned 
curriculum that is stimulating and of 
high quality”, enabling pupils “from the 
youngest through to those in the sixth 
form to make good progress”. 

The standards achieved in Early Years 
were described as “excellent” and the 
quality of teaching as “good with many 
examples that were excellent”. 

Curricular and extra-curricular 


provision was also described as 
“excellent” and the spiritual, moral, 
social and cultural development of 
pupils was also “excellent”. 

Eight ISI representatives visited the 
school from March 17 to 20. The final 
report was sent to the school, the 
Department for Education and Ofsted 
on Tuesday, May 26. 

Head teacher Michael Goodwin said: 
“We couldn’t be happier with the 
findings, especially as they offer praise 
right across the board. 

“As a school that welcomes students 
of all abilities from the UK as well as 
international students, we focus on the 


development of individual talent, in a 
diverse community joined together by 
our Quaker values and ethos. 

“Perhaps the statements I am most 
proud of are those that relate to our 
pupils. According to the report the 
personal development of Sibford pupils 
is “excellent”, they demonstrate 
“excellent cultural understanding” and 
their behaviour is described as 
“excellent throughout the school”. As a 
head teacher I don’t think I could ask 
for anything more. I would like to thank 
our pupils, their parents and our staff 
for helping to make Sibford School the 
success it is.”

ORGANISERS of the county’s 
biggest visual arts festival have 
said times are changing for trou¬ 
bled artists hit hard by the eco¬ 
nomic crisis. 

About 100,000 visitors saw 400 
exhibitions during Oxfordshire 
Artsweeks in May. 

Organiser Esther Lafferty said this 
year was one of the most successful 
in the event’s history and marked the 
start of better times for artists who 
have struggled to sell recently. 

She said: “It seems to have been a 
really bright and bubbly year. Lots of 
new people, visiting lots of new art¬ 
ists, lots of new talent. 

“It’s nice to think there are people 
with a little bit more money in their 
pockets who can spend a little bit 
more on lovely things for their homes. 

Artists welcomed visitors into their 
homes and studios, as well as venues 
including schools and galleries. The 
exhibitions also lined village trails 
and county streets for the three weeks 
of the festival. 

Mrs Lafferty, 41, of Faringdon, said: 
“I would say about one third of our 
regular artists have said that they 
had the confidence to become a pro¬ 
fessional artist or move into art more 
through a career because of Oxford¬ 
shire Artsweeks.”

THE mother of a man who died in 
a supported living home has wel¬ 
comed an inquiry into his death. 

Nico Reed, who had cerebral palsy and 
learning difficulties, died in the Barran- 
tynes home in Chalgrove on August 22, 
2012, aged 23. Last December, an inquest 
ruled he had inhaled his vomit. 

Oxfordshire Coroner Darren Salter 
said it was possible he could have been 
saved if staff had checked on him more 
regularly. 

His mother Rosi, who lives in Blox- 
ham, said she was relieved that the 
Oxfordshire Clinical Commissioning 
Group (OCCG) was to launch an inquiry. 

On her Justice for Nico blog, she said: 
“We heard we were not to have a serious 
case review, but we were instead to have 
a full independent investigation. 

“Partly because of the huge scope and 
complexity of Nico’s case, a serious 
case review would not have been able to 
look into everything we raised.” 

Mrs Reed said she and husband Ian 
would get a document detailing the 
scope of the investigation within two 
weeks and then choose an investigator. 

She wrote: “We have been told to ex¬ 
pect it to last at least six months and 
possibly as long as a year. 

“This train has only one destination. 
It is bound for justice.” 

Mr Reed had been at Penhurst School 
in Chipping Norton for 17 years before 
transferring to Barrantynes in 2010, af¬ 
ter a county council assessment. 

The home was run by Ridgeway Part¬ 
nerships, which has since been taken

over by Southern Health. 

At the inquest, coroner Mr Salter 
said checks on Mr Reed, who was fed 
through a tube and checked through 
the night by a carer, may not have been 
frequent enough. 

Mr Reed’s care plan recommended 
checks every 20 minutes, but they may 
have only been every 30 or 45 minutes. 

An OCCG spokesman said: “The CCG 
has commissioned an independent re¬ 
view into the death.While [it] is taking 
place, the CCG cannot comment.” 

Southern Health also said it could not 
comment at the moment.

A WILDLIFE makeover is on 
the cards for the section of 
the River Cherwell that passes 
through Spiceball Park, Ban¬ 
bury. 

A joint project, which is being 
run by the Berks, Bucks & Oxon 
Wildlife Trust and Banbury Town 
Council, will seek to open up the 
riverside area, improve natural 
habitats for fish, birds and river 
plants, and create a relaxing space 
for visitors to get close to nature. 

The project is due to begin this 
autumn. During its first phase, 
vegetation and trees overshadow¬ 
ing the river will be cleared away, 
and shallow river banks will be 
created to encourage more river 
plants to grow, and help clean the 
water. 

Colin Clarke, the chairman of 
the council’s general services com¬ 
mittee, said: “This is an exciting 
and innovative project that will 
open up the River Cherwell in one 
of our most popular parks. 

“Walking beside a river,watching 
birds and butterflies and listening 
to birdsong, will be enjoyable for 
everyone.” 

He added that volunteering op¬

portunities, as well as regular 
public education events, would be 
organised in the park. 

Work on the River Cherwell will 
continue with habitat improve¬ 
ments in the Hanwell Brook area, 
immediately upstream from the 
town centre park. 

Neil Clennell, the wildlife trust’s 


head of conservation and edu¬ 
cation for the Oxfordshire area, 
said: “The River Cherwell is an 
important tributary of the River 
Thames. 

“Improving wildlife habitats 
through Spiceball Park will in¬ 
crease the river’s biodiversity 
and create an attractive riverside 
walk.” 

Clearing, pruning and coppic¬ 
ing the trees will take place in the 


autumn, when the ground is likely 
to be dry and firm for contractors’ 
machinery 

Some piles of wood will be left to 
create habitats for beetles, newts 
and frogs in the winter months. 
Other debris will be used to soften 
the river banks to provide refuges 
for fish and river insects. 

The River Cherwell project is set 
to start in October, and will finish 
in March 2016. 


County the most 
innovative in UK 

OXFORDSHIRE has been named as the 
most innovative part of the UK, beating 
old rivals Cambridge into second place. 

County companies were ranked best at 
researching and creating new products 
and services by independent research 
institute the Enterprise Research Centre 
(ERC). It examined data from 14,000 firms 
from across Britain, rating their 
innovation activity from 2010 to 2012. 

The report added that part of the 
reason for Oxfordshire’s success was the 
concentration of high-end 
manufacturing companies both in the 
county and in surrounding counties, as 
well as a focus on research and 
development at Oxford University and 
Oxford Brookes. 

Oxford computer programmer Peter 
Bushnell set up an online currency called 
Feathercoin two years ago, following the 
trend of other cryptocurrencies. It is now 
worth more than £2 million. 

He said: “I think people who come here 
end up staying here because of the way 
that it is tolerant. They come to study 
here and they end up staying and 
contributing to our innovative economy” 

One firm picked out by the ERC was 
Perspectum Diagnostics. The New Road 
firm started as a spin-off from Oxford 
University and develops software which 
can be added to MRI scanners to 
determine whether a person is at risk of 
liver disease. 

In 2013 it was given a £1.2 million grant 
from Innovate UK to allow it to recruit 
staff and start large-scale clinical trials 
at specialist liver centres. It is now 
seeking funding for a major expansion. 

Research project manager Dan Green 
said: “We’re quite proud of the fact that 
we’ll be contributing to the recognition 
of UK expertise in medical and 
biotechnology”

Young slimmer 
loses eight stone 


Student nurse, Uways Pervez, slimmed down to 12st to completely change his life

A STUDENT nurse has se¬ 
cured his dream job at the 
Horton Hospital after drop¬ 
ping from 20 stone to 12 stone 
in just nine months. 

Having lost 8st 1 % lbs - along 
with 12 inches from his waist 
measurement - in total, Uways 
Pervez, from Banbury, said the 
significant weight loss had com¬ 
pletely changed his life. 

The 21-year-old added: “It’s al¬ 
ways been my ambition to work 
in an A&E department, but at my 
biggest I worried that I wouldn’t 
be able to keep up, because it’s 
such a fast-paced environment. 

“Spending 14-and-a-half hours 
on my feet [during a nursing 
shift] was absolutely exhaust¬ 
ing. 

“I felt really self-conscious 
about advising patients about 
their weight, because I knew I 
wasn’t a healthy weight myself 
and thought they’d think I was a 
hypocrite.” 

Mr Pervez says he had always 
had a tendency to be bigger than 


other people of his age, but that 
he then gained more weight 
once he started studying nurs¬ 
ing at Oxford Brookes Univer¬ 
sity in 2012. 

He said: “I lived off takeaways 
and felt I didn’t have time to ex¬ 
ercise, so the weight soon piled 
on.” 

Mr Pervez would regularly 
eat pancakes or croissants, 
washed down with a large mug 
of tea sweetened by two or three 
spoons of sugar, for his break¬ 
fast, followed by pre-packed 
sandwiches, crisps, a chocolate 
bar and a Coca-Cola for lunch. 

Then he would have a takea¬ 
way pizza for dinner, in addition 
to snacking on chocolates, bis¬ 
cuits and cakes. 

After visiting his GP for ad¬ 
vice, Mr Pervez discovered he 
had high blood pressure and 
was given vouchers for 12 weeks 
of support at a local weight loss 
group. 

After the first visit, on August 
4 last year, he began following a 
healthy eating plan devised for 
him by Slimming World. He said 
he had been surprised by how 
easy he found it to fit the new 
healthy eating regime into his 


busy working routine. 

He said: “The most important 
thing for me has been planning 
ahead. 

“Now I’ll always make sure 
I’ve got something waiting for 
me in the fridge, for when I get 
home from a shift, so that I’m 
not tempted to have junk food or 
order a takeaway” 

Now on his daily menu, Mr 
Pervez will usually have a home¬ 
made omelette with baked beans 
and mushrooms for breakfast, 
followed by a mid-morning 
snack of fresh fruit. 

For lunch, Mr Pervez will eat 
as meal such as a chicken salad, 
then top up with fresh fruit and a 
Diet Coke during the afternoon. 

For dinner, he will have an¬ 
other healthy meal, such as 
oven-baked salmon with roasted 
vegetables, all while snacking 
on fresh fruit, crispbreads and 
small chocolate bars during the 
day 

Mr Pervez is looking forward 
to starting work at the emergen¬ 
cy department at Horton Gener¬ 
al Hospital in September. 


More must be done to keep children safe 


CHILDREN should have lessons 
on sexual exploitation after the 
Operation Bullfinch scandal in 
Oxfordshire, a leading charity 
has said. 

Sex education in schools 
should be expanded to include 
exploitation and abuse, 
Barnardo’s said. 

Seven men were jailed for a 
total of 95 years in 2013, after 


Operation Bullfinch 
investigated grooming, abusing 
and prostituting six young girls, 
mainly in East Oxford. 

Sex and healthy relationship 
education is compulsory from 
age 11 in state schools, but the 
charity wants teachers to 
receive specialist training on 
exploitation. It has recorded a 50 
per cent rise in 2014-15 in the 


number of sexually exploited 
and at-risk children it helped, at 
3,175 up from 2,118 the previous 
year. 

Chief executive Javed Khan 
said: “The new Government in 
Westminster must work with the 
local authorities, police, schools 
and parents across England to 
help keep young people safe and 
bring their abusers to justice.” 


History is brought to life at event 


VISITORS to Upton 
House, near Banbury, 
stepped into an era of 
rationing, air raids and 
national service during a 
1940s weekend. 

The property, now in the 
hands of the National 
Trust, underwent a 
transformation at the 
outbreak of the Second 
World War. 

Its owners, Lord and 
Lady Bearsted, moved 
into The Dorchester Hotel 
in London when the 
conflict started, while 
their bank was evacuated 
to the rural retreat of 
Upton House. 

M Samuel and Co, plus 
all of its staff were based 
in the stately home for the 
duration of the war.

understand what had 
happened during the war 
and what life had been 
like for those living in the 
countryside. 

Volunteers taking on the 
duties of Air Raid 
Precautions (ARP) 
wardens discussed the 
role the service had 
played on the Home Front 
during the war and 
women playing the part 
of Land Army girls were 
also at the property 
throughout the 
retrospective weekend.

Costs to stay 
put in scheme 

CHARGING policies at Oxfordshire 
County Council’s park-and-ride 
sites are unlikely to be lowered, 
despite claims they have harmed 
business, its leader has said. 

Ian Hudspeth said without 
another source of funding to make 
up for the cost of lower fees, a 
change would not be proposed. 

A £2-a-day parking charge was 
introduced in November 2013 at 
Water Eaton and Thornhill, on top 
of the £2.70 bus return fare. 

It brought the council’s park-and- 
rides into line with those of Oxford 
City Council at Pear Tree, Seacourt 
and Redbridge. 

Residents have complained that 
commuters are parking on their 
streets and now business 
organisation ROX has claimed it 
has put people off going into Oxford 

Mr Hudspeth said: “The difficulty 
is where the funding has to come 
from. You would need cover the cost 
of making it free, or charging less.”

Housing development plans 
for next 15 years negotiated 


OXFORDSHIRE businesses have 
been encouraged to sign up for a 
scheme to tackle cowboy traders. 

Oxfordshire County Council 
wants more businesses to become 
part of the Buy With Confidence 
Scheme. 

It claims those which have already 
signed up have seen a 10 per cent 
growth in trade. 

The scheme was set up six years 
ago and now includes information 
about 100 firms in the county 

It is designed to allow customers 
to access the details of trustworthy 


and reliable home improvement 
businesses. 

In order to take part, firms must 
commit to trading fairly and doing 
a good job. 

One company which joined the 
scheme was P&R Roofing from 
Horspath. 

Owner Paul Hackett said: “Un¬ 
like other trader recommendation 
websites, the Buy With Confidence 
scheme requires very thorough 
background checks and is the only 
one that is trading standards ap¬ 
proved.” 


A BLUEPRINT for development in 
Cherwell over the next 15 years is in 
the final stages. Cherwell District 
Council’s Local Plan submission 
makes provision for 22,800 homes 
by 2031, to hit government targets. 

The document is also seen as a 
test case by other councils in 
Oxfordshire, because it is the first 
to be put forward since the 
Strategic Housing Market 
Assessment (SHMA) was published 
in March 2014. 

The SHMA, commissioned by 
Oxfordshire’s biggest councils, 


identified a need for 100,000 more 
homes by 2031 but countryside 
campaigners dispute that number. 

Cherwell District Council’s Local 
Plan proposals include 6,050 more 
homes than proposed last June 
after planning inspector Nigel 
Payne halted the first examination 
and said the council needed to take 
into account the SHMA figures. 

District council spokesman Tony 
Ecclestone said since the second 
examination in December, Mr 
Payne’s response had been received 
and was being fact-checked.

Punctuated by thrilling chas¬ 
es and a frenetic knife fight in 
a restaurant kitchen, Spy is a 
terrifically entertaining caper, 
jam-packed with belly laughs 
and foul-mouthed outbursts. 

The high jinks are under¬ 
pinned by another winning 
performance from McCarthy 
as a deskbound analyst at the 
CIA, who is championed for 
her moist homemade cakes 
rather than her sharp intellect.

Cake Bookworm 


War Of The Encyclopaedists by 
Christopher Robinson and Gavin 
Covite is published in hardback 
by Hamish Hamilton, priced £16.99 
(ebook £9.99) 

This novel tells the story of best 
friends Hal and Mickey, and their 
war is the first Iraq conflict of 2004. 
Hal and Mickey are founders of 
the Encyclopaedists of Capital Hill, 
a tongue-in-cheek arts collective 
which puts on pop-up exhibitions 
largely as a means of picking up 
women. Their boho slacker lifestyle 
is disrupted when, instead of mov¬ 
ing to Boston to college, Mickey's 
National Guard unit is called to 
serve in Iraq. 

The narrative splits, with despatch¬ 
es from Iraq alternating with Hal 
failing to get on at college. The pair 
also take turns to update a Wikipe¬ 
dia page about their lives as a way 
of extending their arts project. 
Often compelling read, if a little 
meandering. 


The Followers by Rebecca Wait is 
published in hardback by Picador, 
price £12.99 (ebook £7.59) 

If you're looking for a summer 
read, this is perfect. Following a 
successful debut novel. The View 
On The Way Down, The Followers 
is about family and a child, Judith, 
observing the actions of a parent, 
yet being helpless to stop them. 
Alternating between the present, 
where an adult Judith endures 
awkward meetings with her inmate 
mother, and 'before', depicting 
childhood, the story of Stephanie's 
imprisonment is unravelled. After 
meeting the charismatic Nathaniel 
in the cafe where she works, the 
single mother is recruited to a sim¬ 
ple life in a remote farmhouse as 
part of a tiny community. Tensions 
rise within the tight-knit group, 
climaxing in a disturbing act of 
violence that explains the present. 

A deftly written, compelling, and 
accessible.

her role with gusto, mixing 
steeliness with lovability as 
she battles armed henchmen, 
speeds after a target on a scoot¬ 
er and tries to stop a bad guy 
from escaping in his helicopter.

They deliver Feig’s zinging 
one-liners with tongues wedged 
so firmly in cheeks it’s some¬ 
thing of a wonder they don’t 
burst through to the outside. 

The spirit of 007 pervades eve¬ 
ry glossy frame. But old-school 
chauvinism is turned on its 
head to affirm a message of girl 
power and independence. 


The Slaughter Man by Tony 
Parsons is published in hardback

£6.17) 

It's New Year's Eve in London and 
while most people are out celebrat¬ 
ing, a wealthy couple and two of 
their children are murdered in their 
home. The unusual murder weapon 
- a gun used for stunning cattle 
before they're slaughtered - points 
to a killer nicknamed the Slaughter 
Man who, 30 years ago, dispatched 
his girlfriend's father and brothers 
in the same way. He's out of prison 
now, but dying of cancer. Could 
he really be responsible? Is there a 
copy-cat killer on the loose? Or is 
someone trying to frame him? DC 
Max Wolfe is on the case. Parsons 
deftly weaves together the various 
plot strands and, for the most part, 
the story is fast-paced and gripping, 
but his compulsion to explain police 
jargon and acronym is stilted, 
clumsy and impedes the narrative.

Strikes may be off 

OXON: Rail disruptions across 
Oxfordshire could be called off as 
planned rail strikes are suspended 
amid union talks. 

Rail staff could be in line for a 
two per cent pay rise. RMT 
transport union members had 
planned to walk out from 5pm on 
Thursday and again the following 
week, affecting services through 
Oxford. 

Both strikes have now been 
suspended as staff assess the offer 
and an assurance of no 
compulsory redundancies. RMT 
will decide whether to call off the 
strikes. 

Recall good times

Police and fire to 
move in together 


Emergency service staff 
could soon share building 
under new cost-saving plan

POLICE and fire service staff 
could share buildings in new 
plans put forward for “blue 
light” services in the county. 

Oxfordshire Fire and Rescue Ser¬ 
vice, part of Oxfordshire County 
Council, proposed the move as a 
new way to save cash. 

Last year it planned to make 
£700,000 of savings up to 2018 and 
in February this year it was budg¬ 
eted to make an extra £908,000. 

Thames Valley Police also faces 
savings of almost £22m by 2018. 

And in a report to deputy coun¬ 
cil leader Rodney Rose, chief fire 
officer Dave Etheridge said meet¬ 
ings had been held with senior 
police officials about the two ser¬ 
vices sharing buildings. 

The proposal could see the fire 
service and police force either 
move into each other’s existing 
buildings, or new ones built as 
“multi-agency hubs”. 

As reported in the Banbury Cake 
earlier this year, one such building 
is planned in Carterton, where fire

crews are to share a base with am¬ 
bulance and police staff. 

But council deputy leader Mr 
Rose, whose responsibilities in¬ 
clude the fire service, confirmed 
that the new proposals would see a 
wider agreement reached between 
the fire and police services. 

He said both organisations were 
reviewing their properties and 
would be looking to share space 
where possible if it saved money 
Mr Rose added: “We should be 
looking at where we can co-locate. 
An example is what we are doing 


in Carterton. We also need to ask: 
do we need a new building or can 
we actually use one that is there 
already? 

“It is about getting people the 
best value for money.” 

Anthony Stansfeld, police and 
crime commissioner for Thames 
Valley, has backed the move. 

He said: “Working effectively 
with partner organisations plays a 
significant part in improving per¬ 
formance and decreasing costs. 

“With continued cuts in public 
sector spending it is more impor¬ 
tant than ever that all public sec¬ 
tor bodies investigate cost-saving 
options and work collaboratively 
with their partners. 

“As the police and crime com¬ 
missioner I have been working 
closely with the chief constable to 
consider the potential benefits of 
collaborative opportunities with 
partners and have met with the 
Fire and Rescue Service to initial¬ 
ly discuss this.” 

At a meeting on Monday, Mr Rose 
will be asked to sign the memo¬ 
randum of understanding drawn 
up by the police and fire services 
and be asked to approve a memo¬ 
randum which commits the fire 
service to closer working with its 
Thames Valley Fire Control Ser¬ 
vice partners. 

The meeting is at 10am in Coun¬ 
ty Hall, New Road, Oxford. 


M40 crashes rise 
gets investigated 


ACCIDENT numbers creeping up on a 
stretch of motorway have sparked a Gov¬ 
ernment review of the route. 

Between January 2013 and April 2015, 
there were 432 crashes on the M40, which 
has five junctions between Thame and 
Banbury. 

But Highways England said the number 
of crashes between Junction 8a, Oxford, 
and Junction 10, Cherwell Valley Servic¬ 
es, was steadily on the increase - going 
against the trend for the rest of the route. 

Roads experts will nowlook at what has 
caused the rise along that stretch. 

Spokeswoman Sarah Silk said: “We 
have noticed a slight increase in inci¬ 
dents between Junction 8a and 10 recent¬ 
ly, and we are carrying out a further look 
at the causes of these incidents to see if 
there are any changes we can make that 
will have a worthwhile safety benefit.” 

Almost half of all Oxfordshire M40 
crashes were on the stretch between Junc¬ 
tion 9, Bicester, and 10, with 78 crashes in 
2013, 94 in 2014, and 30 so far in 2015. 

Another 40 per cent since the start of 
2013 were between Junction 10 and 11, 
Banbury. 

Along that route, there were 79 in 2013, 
72 in 2014 and 24 so far in 2015. By contrast 
the stretch between Junction 8 and 9 saw 
just 10 accidents in the 28-month period. 

Ms Silk said the overall trend was that 
crashes on the M40 had gone down. 

She added: “Safety is Highways Eng¬ 
land’s top priority and we regularly mon¬ 
itor safety between Junctions 6 and 12, as 
we do everywhere on our network.” 

In February, 33 vehicles were involved 
in a crash between Junction 9 and 10, 
which killed a 65-year-old and injured 
more than 30 other people, 24 years to the 
day after a teacher from Oxford Brookes 
was killed in a 101-car pileup.

THE short name on the back 
of the car says it all. The Ver¬ 
so is simply versatility on 
four wheels. 

Whether you have loads of lug¬ 
gage, lots of people or a combi¬ 
nation of both, Toyota’s compact 
multi-purpose vehicle swallows 
it all with no fuss or bother. 

In a nutshell, the quiet, 
smooth, seven-seater Verso is a 
formidably family-friendly car. 

Much of that flexibility comes 
from the spacious interior. The 
new Verso is slightly longer 
overall than its predecessor, but 
it is the seating system that gives 
the car such adaptability. 

All versions have enough 
underfloor storage in the rear 
loadspace to hold three six-pack 
cases of 1.5-litre plastic bottles. 
There are also plenty of useful 
storage points around the cabin. 

Add to that a centre console 
box, large door pockets, seatback 
storage beneath flip-up aircraft- 
style tables, second row under¬ 
floor storage, an overhead con¬ 
sole and driver and passenger 
pockets for small items, such as 
phones and music players. 

The UK Verso range comes in 
four trim levels - Active, Icon, 
Trend and Excel. Entry point is

the five-seat Active with the 1.6 
Valvematic petrol engine and 
six-speed manual transmission. 

A high specification is provid¬ 
ed across all grades, with even 
the entry-level model coming 
equipped with front fog lights, 
air conditioning, electric front 
windows, tyre pressure warning 
and hill-start assist control. 

The test model, in Icon specifi¬ 
cation, has more features includ¬ 
ing cruise control, a DAB digital 
tuner, rear privacy glass and a 
folding function on the electri- 
cally-adjustable door mirrors. It 
also came with two-tone, 16-inch 
alloy wheels. A choice of three 


engines is available, including 
a new 1.6-litre diesel, with the 
performance and efficiency to 
match the 2.0-litre unit it re¬ 
placed, alongside 1.6-litre and 
1.8-litre petrol engines. 

The 2014 Verso was among the 
first models available with Toy¬ 
ota Touch 2, an updated version 
of Toyota’s touchscreen multi- 
media system which includes 
Bluetooth for hands-free phone 
calls and sending and receipt 
of text messages, a rear-view 
camera, vehicle information, 
including trip data, climate con¬ 
trol profile and management of 
settings. 


Futureproof buys 


Upgrading your car gadgets is easy 


THERE'S no need to feel behind the 
times with a low-tech set of wheels 
if you follow our guide to 
upgrading your gadgetry. 

The march of technology makes 
our lives easier, often in ways we 
could not have imagined 10 years 
ago. However, it also means our 
cars are at risk of becoming 
obsolete more quickly. 

If you want to avoid it being 
consigned to the techno- 
scrapheap, reboot it. You don't 
have to turn it into a DeLorean 
from Back To The Future, just take 
simple steps to keep it in the loop. 

One of the first upgrades you can 
add is a USB port connection. 

Many newer cars have this as 


standard, but you can buy 
adaptors that plug into the 12-volt 
power socket. 

This allows you to charge 
smartphones and tablets, and 
sophisticated versions let your 
phone make your car a Wi-Fi 
hotspot. Attaching your phone to 
the car is only a recent 
development. For older cars, this 
can mean missing out on music 
and satnav, but don't despair. It is 
simple to upgrade your car's stereo 
to accept a phone connection so 
you can stream media through the 
car. 

Another simple upgrade to allow 
more choice of listening is a digital 
DAB radio. This is something you 


could do yourself or ask for a 
technician to fit at many car parts 
stores. With a digital radio, you 
can listen to many more stations 
and it means you won't be left in 
silence when FM radio is finally 
switched off in the next few years. 

Just as simple as a DAB radio to 
fit is a Bluetooth connection 
between the car and your phone, 
MP3 player and other devices. It's 
simple to use and easy to install for 
a professional at a reasonable cost. 

You can add parking sensors and 
a rear-view camera, and you could 
also consider a dash camera as an 
alternative to collision alert. It 
makes most drivers more alert 
when behind the wheel.
